lie Consoles the Advocates, bat Decide* 


in Favor of tho Ooldbugg. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—The Presi- 


dent returned to the House of Repre- 
sentatives without his approval the 
Bland Seigniorage bill. He says his 
strong desire to avoid a disagreement 
with those in both Houses of Congress 
who have (supported this bill would 
lead him to approve it if he could be- 
lieve the public good would not be 
thereby endangered and that such 
action on his part would be a proper 
discharge of his official duty. Inas- 
much, however, as he is unable to 
satisfy himself that the proposed legis- 
lation is either wise or opportune, his 
conception of the obligations and re- 
sponsibilities attached to the great 
office he holds forbids the indulgence 
of his personal desire, and inexorably 
confines him to that course which is 
dictated by hia reason- and judgment 
and pointed out by a sincere purpose 
to perfect and promote the general in- 
terests of our people. Toe financial 
disturbance which swept over the coun- 
try during the last year is unparalleled 
in its severity and disastrous conse- 
sequence. There seemed to be almost 
an entire displacement of faith in our 
financial ability and 
loss of 
con- 


fidence in our fiscal policy. Among 
those who attempted to assign causes 
for our distress it was very generally 
conceded that the operation of the pro- 
vision of the law then in force, which 
required the Government to purchase 
monthly 
large 
amounts of silver 


bullion and issue its notes in payment 
therefor, was either entirely or to a 
large extent responsible for our con- 
dition. This led to the repeal on the 
first of November, 1893, of this statut- 
ory provision. We had, however, fallen 
so low in the depths of depressing 
timidity, aud apprehension had so com- 
pletely gained control in financial 
circles that our rapid recuperation 
could not be reasonably expected. Our 
recovery 
has, nevertheless, steadily 


progressed, and though five months 
have elapsed since the repeal of the 
mischievous 
silver 
purchase 
re- 


quirement, a 
wholesome improve- 


ment 
is 
unmistakably 
apparent. 


Confidence 
in 
our 
absolute 
sol- 


vencsr is to such an extent reinstated 
arid faith in our disposition to adhere 
to sound financial methods is so far 
restored, as to produce most encour- 
aging results both at home and abroad. 


He concludes his veto message with 


tho following words: 


" I am not insensible to tbe argu- 


ments in favor of coining the bullion 
seigniorage now in the treasury? and 
believe it could be done safely ana with 
advantage, if the 
Secretary of the 


Treasury had power to issue bonds at 
a low rate of interest, in substitution 
of that now existing and better suited 
to tbo protection of the treasury. I 
hope a way will present itself in the 
near future for the adjustment of our 
monetary affairs in such a compre- 
hensive and conservative manner as 
will afford to silver its proper place in 
our currency. In the meantime I am 
extremely solicitous that whatever 
action it takes on this subject, it may 
be such as to prevent loss and dis- 
couragement to our people, at home 
and destruction of confidence in our 
linancial management abroad." 


When it is proposed to inflate our 


silver currency it is time for strength- 
ening our gold reserve, instead of 
depleting it. 
I cannot conceive of 


<i longer step toward silver metallism 
than we take when we spend our gold 
to buy silver certificates for circula- 
tion, especially in view of the practical 
difficulties surrounding the replenish- 
ment of our gold. This leads me to 
earnestly present the desirability of 
{ranting the Secretary of the Treasury 
better power than now exists to issue 
bonds to protect our gold reserve, 
when, for any reason it should be 
accessary. Our currency is in such a 
confused coiuuuou, and our financial 
affairs are apt to assume at any time 
.so critical a position that it seems to 
me such a course is dictated by ordi- 
nary prudence.

NEW MINES. 


Good Prospects 
Discovered 
Northeast 


of K«no. 


Robert Eason has discovered new 


mines in the cedars about sixteen miles 
northeast from Reno. The discovery 
was made some time ago, but nothing 
in the way of development was done 
until recently. Two ledges have been 
located by Mr. Eason. 
One carries 


argentiferous 
galena and the other 


copper and silver. 
The galena ore 


assays from $50 to $250 per ton in silver 
and from $5 to $8 in gold. The other 
assays 45 per cent, copper, $60 in silver 
and $8 in gold. The ledges are large, 
the galena ledge averaging about four 
feet in width, three feet of which car- 
ries good ore. 


The ledges have been prospected to 


a depth of 40 and 50 feet respectively 
and improve as depth is attained 
Several locations have been made but 
they have not been developed to any 
great extent. 


The district has been named Eason 


City. There is plenty of wood in tho 
vicinity of the mines but water is 
scarce. 


JE, S. Parry, an experienced miner, 


under whose supervision the develop- 
ments are now being made, thinks the 
mines are permanent and extensive and 
that the district will be one of the best 
in the State. 


There a^e indications of coal about 


two miles fn>m the silver mines and it 
i& believed that good coal mines will 
be developed there as men are now 
prospecting for a vein.

A REMARKABLE AS.SEBTTOX. 


of 
The most remarkable, as well as sur- 


prising, assertion made by Mr. Bartine 
in the article referred to, and the one 
that a gentleman of his pretentious and 
aspirations ought to have known was 
not correct, is that 


During all the years that Mr. Wren 


was an earnest and indefatigable cham- 
pion of Republicanism, the attitude of 
that party upon every great national 
question, including that of silver, was 
substantially the same as it is to-day. 


Evidently, Mr. Bartine has not read 


the recent authoritative utterances of 
that party upon the "silver question," 
otherwise he would not have made 
such an assertion and would not expect 
those who read it to believe. 


There has been an election held in 


some of the States from which Mr. 
Bartine expects to obtain Republican 
majorities upon national issues, and 
there has been an extra and regular 
session of Congress, since the defeat of 
Mr. Harrison in 1892. At this recent 
election and in these sessions of Con- 
gress Mr. Bartine's party and his party 
leaders have made an authoritative 
record upon the " silver question," and 
I think it would be of some concern to 
him to inform himself upon that record 
before making such positive assertions. 


REFRESHING MR. BARTINE'S MEMORY. 
Prior to the election of 1888 neither 


of the old parties would assume the 
responsibility of having passed the act 
demonetizing silver in 1873, and the 
press and leaders of both parties char- 
acterized that act as little less than a 
crime. Both parties, during the same 
time, were crowding over each other in 
their endeavors to convince the West 
that each was t'-ie better friend of sil- 
ver, and both were assuring us because 
neither had been in control of both the 
executive and legislative departments 
of the Government since 1873 at the 
same time neither could do anything 
by legislation to promote the " silver 
question," that each claimed it was so 
anxious to do. Does not Mr. Bartine 
know and remember that such, at least, 
was the attitude of tho Republican 
party prior to 1888 ? 


Does not Mr. Bartine also know and 


remember that in 1888 the Republican 
National platform demanded the "use 
of both gold and silver as money,"— 
that there were no words in that plat- 
form discriminating for or against 
either metal ? 


Does not Mr. Bartine remember that 


the Republican voters of this State 
were assured that that platform meant 
" free coinage" of silver, and that if 
Mr. Harrison and a Republican Con- 
gress were returned at that election 
something substantial 
would most 


surely be donj for silver ? 


I remember that Mr. Bartine was at 


that time a candidate for Congress, and 
I "think" I remember that he gave us 
those assurances from the stump dur- 
ing that campaign. Does Mr. Bartine 
so recollect ? Mr. Harrison, Mr. Bar- 
tine and a Republican Congress were 
elected upon those assurances and up- 
on that platform, and upon the free 
coinage construction of that platform. 


I do not know that any other con- 


struction was placed upon that plat- 
form until after the election; at least, 
the Republicans of Nevada never heard 
any other construction placed upon it 
during the campaign by their press or 
leaders. 


In the light of these very recent facts 


covering a part of the time during 
which Mr. Wren championed the Re- 
publican party, will Mr. Bartine say 
that the attitude of that party, upon 
the silver question, is substantially the 
same now as it was then ? 


Will he kindly quote what Mr. Harri- 


rison said in favor of silver after his 
election upon that platform in his in- 
augural address ? So great a champion 
of silver, upon such a platform, ought 
to have said something favorable to sil- 
ver in his

utterance I 


Don't you think so, Mr. Bartine ? 


PERTINENT QUESTIONS. 


Will Mr. Bartine quote some recom- 


mendation from Mr. Harrison's first 
message to the first Republican Con- 
gress since demonetization, in favor of 
silver legislation, that even Mr. Bartine 
can, as a free coinage man, endorse ? 
Can he quote any such recommenda- 
tion in any message of that " free coin- 
age " President ? 


Hon. H. Harris, a member of the Legis- 
lature in 1892. Both men btood up for 
the interests of the State in 1892 and 
voted the Silver ticket. 


INEWSPAPERif 


Is is not a fact that the attitude of 


the Republican party had so changed 
upon the silver question between the 
adjournment of the Republican Na- 
tional Convention in 1888 and the ad- 
journment of Congress in 1890 that 
you realized that legislation favorable 
to silver, as you had hoped, was an 
utter impossibility, and did you not, in 
effect, so inform your constituents ?

The Democratic National platform of 


1892 
condemned the Sherman act as 


" a cowardly make-shift, fraught with 
danger, which should make all of its 
supporters as well as its author anxious 
for its repeal," and Grover Cleveland, 
in his message to the extra session of 
Congress, attributed nearly all the ex- 
isting and pending financial ruin to 
that act. Does not Mr. Bnrtine know 
that every prominent Republican mem- 
ber of Congress in the east, with one 
exception, endorsed Cleveland and 
that platform by voting for the repeal 
bill? 


Did they not confess by platform 


that the Sherman Act was a "cowardly 
make-shift?" 


Will Mr. Bartino tell us what kind of 


men compose a Congress that enact 
"cowardly 
make-shiftb" and upon 


what kind of assurances they procure 
their election ? 
Does hs not think 


there lias been some change in the atti- 
tude of such a Congress after its elec- 
tion? If it had not been for the acts 
of the Republican party in the extra 
session of Congress silver would now 
command a higher price than fifty-nine 
cents. 
It seems that they were so 


wedded to the gold standard that they 
could not be content to permit Mr. 
Cleveland and "my Congress" to be- 
come responsible to the people for leg- 
islation, but they must rush to his 
standard and vote down the South and 
West because they loved silver so.

A meeting of the Board of Regents of 


the State University was held yester- 
day; 
present President Fish and Hon. 


O. E. Mack. 


The financial condition of the funds 


of the University were shown to be as 
follows: 


Stat Contingent Funi, $6,316 90; from 


which have to be deducted the expenses 
for March, which amount to about 
$700. 


In the State Mining Laboratory 


Fund there was, on March 1st, $2,563 83. 


In the Agricultural College Fund, at 


same date, there was $3,605 77. 


Experiment Station Fund, ou March 


1st, $2,009 19. 


Tbe utmost economy has to be used 


to carry on the University until the 
meeting of the next Legislature to 
avoid a deficiency. 


The enrollment of students for the 


year was 191, and the number report- 
ing on the first day of the present was 
151. 


Mrs. Emery applied for permission 


to give the senior class in the Normal 
School two months' instruction 
in 


wood carving under Superintendent 
Brown, and the request was granted. 


The Secretary was instructed to 


communicate with the V. & T., S. P., 
N-C-O., Eureka & Palisade and Nevada 
Central relative to giving the students 
reduced rates in traveling to and 
from the University. D. A. Bender of 
the V. & T. has already signified his 
willingness to comply with the request. 


The committee on dormitory for 


young men is considering a proposi- 
tion to build a dormitory with all 
requisite conveniences for the students. 
Such a building will probably cost 
$25,000. 


The Board desires to retain the ser-

It Ha* Been found Tbat Pollution In Tl»i» 


Stream Increased the Death Rate. 


The city of Lawrence, Mass., is ex- 


perimenting with a "filter bed" with 
•which it hopes to purify the water of 
the Merrimac river, the source of the 
water supply of that city. The snni of 
^60,000 already has been expended for 
:he purpos'j. 
The experiment is being 


nade in pursuance of the discovery 
made two y* iis a so by the state board 
of health of Ilasaachnsetts that certain 
cities which had suffered especially 
from typhoid fevor wero using water 
from polluLed riv<a;-. 
The board gave 


insurance that by tho use of filter beds 


per cent of. tho Lactoria organisms, 


some of which are harmful, would be 
removed. 


The filtering was begun Sept. 20, 


since which time daily investigation 
shows that this proportion of tho bac- 
eria is removed irom the water, and 
also that the water is so purified that 
three-fourths of the remaining 2 per 
cent die before the water reaches the 
dwelling houses. 
Tho fact that the 


ntmiber of deaths from typhoid fever in 
that city during the months of October 
and November of last year was only 
one each month, while formerly the av- 
erage for five years was five each month, 
seems to furnish conclusive evidence 
that there is a virtue in the plan rec- 
ommended by the Massachusetts board.
